Letters Nent by Skyrockets. 


An ingenious m ethod is used to de­ 
liver letters to the islands ut the T on­ 
ga group iii the Racific ocean. These 
islands, guarded as they are by dan­ 
gerous rocksaud breakers, are h azard ­ 
ous to approach, aud would often, if 
the ordinary routine of delivery were 
used, go letterless. To overcom e this 
difficulty the steam er which carries 
the m ails is supplied with skyrockets 
by m eans of which letters are pro­ 
jected across tho d anger zone to the 
shore. 
A floating postoffice, consist­ 
ing of a painted cask, is attached by- 
chains to the rocks of T ierra del Fu- 
ego, in South America. To this stran g e 
postoffice, which is under the joint 
protection of all nations, every pass­ 
ing ship sends a boat to post and col­ 
lect letters.
